EN the Austro-Hungar- 

ian Monarchy came to 
an end in 1918, a Communist 
regime took over power in 
Hungary. It was headed by 
Bela Kun, a Jew. Its collapse, 
shortly afterwards, brought 
a reign of terror against the 
Jews. More than one thou- 
sand of them were murdered. 
Later, the Jewish position 
improved steadily as far as 
the status of Jews was con- 
cerned, although anti-Semit- 
ism remained strong. The 
most remarkable outward 
sign of anti-Jewish feelings 
wag the introduction, in 1920, 
of a numerus ciausus for 
Jewish student at Hungar- 
ian universities.

The Fund deals only with cases con- 
cerning the restitution of identifiable property 
such as real estate, mortgages and businesses, 
which arise from the Restitution Laws, As regards 
the restitution of banking accounts, securities, 
household chattels, and lift vans confiscated 
by the authorities of the former German Reich, 
the Trustees wish to draw the attention of applic- | 
ants to the Bill which is expected to become Law ö 
in the near future. Persons who have been de- 
prived by the Reich of property (banking ac- 


counts, securities, etc. as aforesaid) will be able 
_ to claim monetary compensation from the Gov- 


ernment of the Federal Republic. Anybody who 
has a claim of this nature, should await the enact. 
ment of the Federal Restitution Law and refrain 5 
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by the uncompromising mass 
of material it must read if it 
wishes to remain au courant 
with developments, is grateful 
for the relief which they pro- 
vide. 

In this, as in so many other 
respects. the Middle East has 
been neglected, at least in so 
far as concerns English-langu- 
age compilations.

From Capitulations To 

Oil Concessions — 
The first volume starts with 
the famous Franco-Turkish 
eapitulations of 1535, which re- 
mained in force until 1924, and 
ends with a promise of a 
1 concession to the
